ASSUMPTIONS:

1. A didrict’'sgenerd fund adminigtration and extracurricular expenditure limitations for the ensuing year
will be reported to the digtrict by the Office of Public Instruction (OF1) in March of the current year based
on amounts reported to OPI on the digtrict’ s five preceding years Trustees Reports.

2. If adigrict wasin anon-operating status for one or more of the five preceding years, its average
expenditures for administration and extracurricular activities will be caculated using the number of years

the digtrict was operating.

3. If approved by the eectorate, eections provided for in section 1 subsection 4, and in section 2 subsection
3, would authorize the digtrict to exceed the expenditure limitations established by HB 483, but would not
dlow adidrict to exceed the maximum budget limitations established in current law (section 20-9-308).

TECHNICAL NOTES:

1.

Section 1. Thelimitation on administrative expenses to the average expenses over the previous five years
may not be reflective of current administrative expenses, which include sdaries of tenure adminigtrators
who are entitled to the "same sdary” asreceived in the immediatdy preceding contract year or sdaries
for other administrative support staff that may otherwise be guaranteed by contract.

Section 2. The express limitation on expenditures for extracurricular activities may implicate gender
equity issuesin extracurricuar programs under Title 1X and the Montana Human Rights Act.
